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AN ACT to amend Tennessee Code Annotated, Title 4, 

Chapter 24, Part 2 and Section 38-8-111, relative 
to pay supplements for completing in-service 
training course. 

 
BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF TENNESSEE: 

 SECTION 1.  Tennessee Code Annotated, Section 38-8-111(a)(1), is amended by 

adding the following language after the language "regular salary": 

; except that the pay supplement to which the officer is entitled to in 2022 is five 

thousand dollars ($5,000) 

 SECTION 2.  Tennessee Code Annotated, Section 4-24-202(a)(1), is amended by 

adding the following language at the end of the subdivision: 

Notwithstanding this subdivision (a)(1) to the contrary, a firefighter or emergency medical 

technician (EMT) who successfully completes an in-service training course in 2022 is 

entitled to receive a pay supplement of five thousand dollars ($5,000). 

 SECTION 3.  This act is not an appropriation of funds, and funds must not be obligated 

or expended pursuant to this act unless the funds are specifically appropriated by the general 

appropriations act. 

 SECTION 4.  This act takes effect July 1, 2022, the public welfare requiring it.
